MUST PAY FARMER 


51500 “BECAUSE |=: 


It Is a Long 80 as to How 
Henry Korte Was Hurt, but 
the Jury Got the Idea. 


A jury in Judge McElhiney’s court at 
Clayton Friday gave Farmer Henry 
Korte a judgment for $1500 in his suit 
for $2900 against the Bell Telepbone 
Co. The reason for the verdict was “be- 
cause.“ 

An automobile truck owned by the 
Texas Oil Co. lay on its side in a ditch 
because it had no chauffeur, because the 
chauffeur had suddenly left his seat, be- 
cause a guy wire owned by the Bell 
Telephone Co, had caught him under the 
chin, because the wire sagged, because 
it had been in place many years without 
being readjusted, because the slack had 
not been taken up, because most of the 
wagons using the Bridgeton road were 
built low enough to pass under it, be- 
cause none of them was so high as the 
Texas Oil Co.’s automobile truck. 

Pausing to take breath, because long 
sentences tire the reader, it was further 
shown that because he did not know 
that the automobile truck had run into 
the ditch, because it had no driver to 
guide, because the wire had pulled the 
driver off the seat, Korte, when driving 
along the road two hours later, did not 
keep an extra firm grip on the lines, 
because he did not know there was 
anything there to scare his horses. 

Korte brought suit against the Bell 
Telephone Co., because two of his ribs 
were broken, because he was thrown 
from his Wagon, because his team ran 
away, because the horses were scared 
by the truck which lay in the ditch, 
because its driver had been yanked from 
his seat because the sagging telephone 
wire had caught him under the chin. 

The Bell Telephone Co. had five law- 
vers in court, because it believed they 
could show that Korte wasn't hurt be- 
cause the telephone wire sagged, but 
rather because the driver of the Texas 
Oil Co. truck was careless, because he 
left his machine in the ditch after it 
had been wrecked because he had been 
yanked off his seat by a wire because 
it had sagged. 

Anyway, the jury gave Korte a judg- 
ment, “because.”

MRS. E. b. ROBERTS 


Nephew of Husband She Killed 
Tells of Quarrel With Cousins 
in Court Building.

How the trial of Mrs. Emily C. Rob- 
erts for the murder of her husband, 
William P. Roberts, has started a fam- 
ily feud was revealed on the Witness 
stand at Saturday’s hearing in Judge 
Jones’ court by Harry H. Roberts, 
nephew of the slain man. 

Harry Roberts was the first member 
of the family to appear as a witness 
for the State. His testimony showed 
that he came near having a. serious 
personal conflict with Mrs, Roberts 
sons, William P. Roberts Jr. and Oli- 
ver Roberts, in the Municipal Courts 
Building after Tuesday night’s session 
of the trial, 

Tells About a Quarrel. 

„Didn't you tell Mrs. Roberts’ son, 
Oliver, that you'd gladly take a six 
months’ workhouse sentence if you could 
put him in the hospital for two weeks?” 
asked Charles P. Johnson, counsel for 
Mrs. Roberts. 

No, I didn't“ replied the witness, 

Here John A. Gernez, special prose- 
cutor, took up the questioning. 

“What was that trouble you had after 
Tuesday night’s session?“ he asked. 

“I took my grandmother, 
Ablfriend, to the street car and returned 
to the Municipal Courts Building to 
keep an appointment with my uncle, 
John,” said Roberts. “In the corridor 
i met my cousins, William and Oliver. 
They said they were going to fix me 
for aiding the State in the prosecution. 
Oliver Roberts drew a shoe knife and 
1 had him arrested. 

Peace Disturbance Charged. 

„We were both charged with disturb- 
ing the peace, but our cases have not 
been called in the Police Court.” 

Harry Roberts testified Mrs. Roberts 
was quarrelsome and that she frequent 
ly struck her husband. Once, he said, 
she attacked her husband on the street 
and beat him with an umbrella. 

Mrs. Susie Reynolds, a sister, and 
Robert P. Roberts of Collinsville, a 
brother of the slain man, testified they 
had seen Mrs. Roberts strike her hus- 
band, and told of instances where she 
displayed great anger over trifles. 

Mrs. Ahlfriend, 84 years old, of 95 
Chambers street, mother of the slain 
man, testified Mrs. Roberts quarreled 
at her husband every time they came 
to Mrs. Ahlfriend’s home and never had 
a good word to say for him. Her son, 
she said, came to her and cried as he 
told her how his wife abused him. Mrs. 
Ahlfriend ceased visiting her son be- 
cause his wife quarreled with him so 
ruuch. Mrs. Roberts complained to Mrs. 
Ahlfriend that Roberts gave her (Mrs. 
Ahlfriend) money, which Mrs, Ahlfriend 
said was not true. 

Says Wife Struck Roberts, 

A year ago, Mrs. Ahlfriend testified 
Mrs. Roberts accused her of having girls 
meet Roberts at Mrs. Ahlfriend’s home. 
Mrs. Ahlfriend then ordered her out of 
her house. Once, she said, she saw Mrs. 
Roberts strike her husband in the face 
and cause his nose to bleed. 

Whenever there was a funeral in the 
family, she said, Mrs. Roberts made 
scene by quarreling with her husband 
When Roberts’. brother, Harry, died. 
Mrs. Roberts made such a disturbance 
that Roberts had to stay away from the 
toneral. 

After Mrs. Roberts had accused her 
husband of shockingly mistreating his 
daughter, now Mrs. Birdie Healy, Mrs 
Ahlfriend questioned the girl, who ad- 
mitted, Mrs. Ahlfriend testified, that 
nothing of the kind had occurred and 
that she had been prompted by her 
mother to say it had. 

Judge Doubted Story: 

Former Judge Selden P. Spencer, who 
heard the Roberts divorce case in 1999. 
testified he had closely questioned the 
daughter and had become convinced she 
was not telling the truth and he ha! 
therefore dismissed the suit. Charles 
Fensky, attorney for Mra. Roberts in 
the divorce suit, testified he doubted the 
ehild’s story about having been mis- 
treated. 

Dr. F. J. Smith of the city hospital 
staff testified he saw Mrs. Roberts wu 
week after she killed her husband and 
that she then seemed to be normal men- 
tally. 

This was the fifth day of the trial. 
Mrs. Roberts shot her husband in the 
back at the home of their son, William 
P. Roberts Jr., at 2403 North Ninth 
street, March 2% last.

IM’PHERSON: GIVES. 
A SECOND APPEAL 
ON 2-CENT RATES 


Missouri Litigation, Which Be- 
gan in 1907, Sent Back to 
U. S. Supreme Court. 


By Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 7.—The Mis- 
sourt 2-cent passenger fare and maxi- 
mum freight rate cases, after years of 
litigation, go back to the United States 
Supreme Court as a result of the sign- 
ing of the railroads’ applications for ap- 
peal by Judge Smith McPherson of the 
Federal District Court today. 

The thirteen railroads affected ob- 
tained an appeal to the higher court 
from Judge McPherson’s decision of 
yesterday, holding he had no power to 
retain jurisdiction of suits of passengers 
and shippers against the railways to re- 
cover alleged overcharges estimated at 
$24,000,000, 

Yesterday’s decision was in the form 
of a decree entering a mandate of the 
United States Supreme Court uphold- 
ing the Missouri rate laws as consti- 
tutional and dissolving an injunction 
granted to the railways in 1909 against 
the enforcement of the laws. The rail- 
ways seek a Supreme Court order com- 
pelling Judge McPherson to take juris- 
diction of the claims of passengers and 
shippers, who paid the higher rate dur- 


Mrs. Ella ing the life of the injunction. 


MePherson Signs Appeal. 
Judge McPherson signed the appeal 


petition at his home in Red Oak, Io., 
where Eugene E. Ball, representing 
Frank Hagerman of this city, counsel 
for the rallroads, presented an assign- 
ment of errors, as a basis of appeal. 

The assignment charged that the 
Court erred in the following respects: 

In decreeing that it refused jurisdic- 
tion to determine ability for _alleged 
overcharges. 

In holding that it was without dis- 
cretion under the Supreme Court man- 
date to reserve such jurisdiction, 

In appointing a Master to hear such 
claims as might be filed in the Federal 
Court. 

In ordering that the decree entering 
the higher ‘court mandate should not 
bar claimants from suing in any other 
court, 

In directing that the complaint pay 
the costs, made in the case in the Su- 
preme Court. 

The Missouri rate laws have been in 
litigation virtually since their passage 
in 1907. An injunction against the en- 
forcement of the freight rate laws was 
obtained, immediately after they were 
placed in effect. The railroads at the 
same time sought to restrain the en- 
forcement of the passenger fare laws, 
but eventually agreed to give the new 
rates a trial. 

Once Settled by Supreme Court. 

In June, 190, Judge McPherson granted 
the injunction against the new passen- 
ger rate on the ground it was confisca- 
tory. The State fought the injunction 
and eventually carried the case to ths 
United States Supreme Court, which tri- 
Lunal, last summer, upheld the Missouri 
rates, both freight and passenger, as 
ec natitutional, 

John T. Barker, Attorney-Genera] of 
Missouri, last December filed suits in 
State courts to collect $34,000,000 from 
the rallroads in alleged overcharges, 
made while the lower rates were held 
up by injunction. The railroads’ appeal 
from Judge McPherson's decree putting 
the Supreme Court mandate in effact. 
is based primarily on the contention 
that the Federal court should have re- 
teined jurisdiction over all claims for 
overcharges.

NAVY TUG MISSING 


AFTER FAILURE 10 
AID IMPERILED SHIP 


Wireless Used in Vain Attempt 
to Find the’ Potomac That 
Went to Rescue Fishing 
Boats.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Wireless calls 
Were sputtering out from the big navy 
tower at Arlington today to the frozen 
wastes of the Newfoundland Coast, 
searching for the navy tug Potomac, 
lost in the ice after an unsuccegsful at- 
tempt to rescue the crews of the fishing 
schooners Hiram Lowell and Frances 
Willard. 

The heavy ice pack in the Bay of 
Islands turned the sturdy Potomac back 
from her work of rescue after days of 
useless smashing at the frozen fields 
that hold the Lowell and Willard pris- 
oners; so she left the bay for North 
Sydney Thursday night and should have 
put into port yesterday. 

When the tug was not heard from to- 
day, navy officers said there was no 
Cause for alarm, but put the wireless 
feeling for her. They thought she 
merely had been delayed making her 
way through the heavy ice in the 
straits, 

The jam, however, probably will be 
the salvation of the crews of the im- 
prisoned fishing schooners. Officials here 
are not concerned for their safety, 
saying if their ships are crushed in the 
pack, they easily can make their way 
to shore over the ice.

As a matter of fact, the capital invested in 
the railroads during the past four years, as 
the evidence given at the rate-making in- 
quiry of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
proved, is not earning profits. In spite of ex- 
ceptions. so rare as to be conspicuous, there 
is no water in the capitalization of American 
railroads. They are, if anything, under-capi- 
talized. But there is excessive water in 
American railroad labor. If there is to be a 
return to general prosperity, the squeezing out 
of this water is a necessary preliminary. 

This liquidation is equally necessary in the 
bullding industry. The real estate situation 
in the great cities, and especially in New 
York, is a grave one. The great office 
bulldings and apartment houses uniformly fail 
to make a return upon the watered labor put 
into their construction. A bricklayer’s labor is 
not worth $5 a day in San Francisco, or $3.16 
in New York; and the same is true of the 
other workmen in the building trades. The 
difference between what the union exacts and 
what the workman produces is water. That 
water must be liquidated before the real 
estate situation is placed upon a sound basis. 
There’s your true Bourbon speaking—the mind 

that learns nothing, forgets nothing. Wall street 
can see no merit in the fact that a bricklayer or a 
railroad man, earning $5 a day is thereby enabled 
to build or buy a home and equip it with comforts; 
to take his wife to the theater occasionally; to 
send his children to school well clothed, well shod 
and well fed; to keep up his fraternal insurance 
dues; to hold his head up among free men as an 
equal—in a word, to buy and pay for the products 
of the labor of other men in other industries. 

Wall street’s idea of “general prosperity” is a 
bare subsistence for the workers, with easy money 
for the stock gamblers, schemers, toll takers and 
their dependent idlers— the parasites generally. It 
deems every dollar paid labor, above a bare sub- 
sistence, as so much thrown away that might be 
spent lavishly by the Wall street contingent. 

Just now, however, the workers seem to have a 
few friends at court. They have been able to gct 
the Democratic Government to enforce arbitra- 
When 
Wall street begins squéezing the water“ out of 
those wages it will get further proof that there is 
a new deal on in this country; that the wine open- 
ers are not now controlling the machinery. 

We should advise the Street not to try it, at any 
rate until the real arbitrators, the American peo- 
ple, have forgotten some recent revelations of the 
looting of great railroads by Wall street chieftains. 
Just at this mament it would be hard to convince 
the people that any railroad which is not earning 
fair profits on its actual investment owes its fail- 
ure to its payment of excessive wages to its 
employes.
